Emptied Their Revolvers. 

Sheriff Collins, closely pressed by the riot- 
ers, fired three shots before he was borne to 
the earth. His deputies instantly followed 
suit by emptying their revolvers and falling 
back. The strikers followed, pounding the 
deputies with spades, picks, and shovels. All 
ran away but Sheriff Collins, who was brutally 
! 4. John Pilat, a Pole, fell dead at the first vol- 
le, shot in the head. Andrea Karnotski, a 

Pole, was shot three times and died soon 
after. Five other rioters who were seriously 
hurt could not escape. A dozen who were 
shot in the arms and legs or slightly wounded 
about the body fled and have not yet been 
found. § 

Sheriff Collins is likely to die, as is a dep- 
uty and three of the strikers. It is supposed 
some of the Poles who escaped are seriously 
‘wounded. All the deputies were injured. 

The trouble was caused by the Detroit Wa- 
ter Board’s refusal to pay the wages demand- 
ed by 500 Polish laborers who were working 
on the water-pipe extensions at Conner’s 
Creek, a mile beyond the city limits. Sheriff 
Collins and six deputies were on hand at noon 
to protect the Water Board employés while 
they removed their tools from an excavation. 
Foreman Cathey jumped down into the pit to 
take up a pump, when there was a cry in 
Polish from the leader of the strikers and a 
forward rush of hundreds, who held their 
spades and pickaxes aloft. 5

Excitement at the Jail. 


A big crowd gathered about the jail early in 
the evening waiting to hear the latest news 
from Sheriff Collins. Late tonight physicians 
reported the Sheriff resting much easier and 
with chances in favor of recovery, His skull 
is not fractured as was feared, and his partial 
collapse, due as much toa severed artery in 
his leg as to his terrible pounding, was quick- 
ly thrown off. Joseph Grabowski is sinking 
rapidly at the Emergency Hospital, and will 
probably die before morning. Andrew Eske, 
another rioter, is close to death’s door at St. 
Mary's Hospital. They do not expect he will 
outlive the night. Deputy Burch is better 
tonight and stands a good chance of living. 
Kappschmidt is holding his own. 

Before darkness fell mass- meetings were be- 
ing called in the Polish districts, As soon as 
word reached the jail and police headquarters 
that the Poles were calling mass-meetings a 
squad of twenty deputies were detailed to 
guard the jail and preparations were made by 
the police for further trouble. Officers were 
scattered throughout the Polish district to 
watch for any organized, movemert to re- 
venge their wounded and dead countrymen. 
The police are hunting down the rioters and 
many have already been arrested on suspi- 
cion. This has aroused the Poles to greater 
excitement and fears are expressed that the 
officers may be attacked at any moment. The 
people of Detroit are greatly incensed and 
excited and if the Poles appear in a body in 


the business portion of town, as is feared, the. 


slaughter will be terrible. 

The meetmgs were attended by thousands 
of excitable Poles, but Polish officers in citi- 
zens’ clothing who attended say that while the 
shootings were held up as outrageous by the 
speakers violence was dep . Neverthe- 
less the police have been advised that the 
Poles intend to pull down the jail and have 
prepared for such an assault. 

_° Another Rioter Shot. 

Fifty Poles now pack the jail and its corri- 
dore, and officers are hourly bringing in men 
suspected of having taken part in the Conner’s 
Creek affair. While Officer James Kendall 
-was bringing in Anton Powski, ore of the 

gang. just before 6 o’clock, his friends jostled 
the officer so that the prisoner broke loose and 
ran. Kendall fired twice and his man dropped 
with a shattered knee. The crowd then fied 
and Powski was taken to Grace Hospital. He 
will be a cripple for life. Ee Sf 

Another riot occurred this morning at the 
upper end of Woodward avenue, but was so 
overshadowed by the greater riot that little at- 
tention was paid to it. Two hundred Poles 
and 100 Italians indulged in a free fight at 
the scene of Contractor Guelich’s paving job, 
four milésout. Each nationality proposed to 
fill the fifty positions offered, and during the 
row many heads were broken. Guelich tele- 
phoned for the police and Sergt. Yeager and 
fifteen men were sent in patrol wagons. The 
fight was stillon when the police came in 
sight, but the mob quickly scattered and not 
an arrest was made, Contractor Guelich ex-

CALVE WANTED TO SLAP EAMES’ FACE. 


Spirited Display of Temper During a Car- 
men” Performance at New York. 

New Yorkx, April 18,—[Spécial. }--There 1s 
a dainty bit of gossip growing out of the per- 
formance of Carmen at the Metropolitan 
Opera-House last evening. The incident oc- 
curred when the curtain came up at the close 
of the third act, when the applause gave the 
signal for the principals to appear and receive 
the worship of their auditors. When the 
curtain was raised Mlle. Calvé, the bright, 
particular star, Carmen herself, was 
missing. Sig. Auna had led on 
Mme. Eames, who bowed, smiled, and 
eyed the wings askance. The curtain fell 
and rose againon an empty stage. There 
were words in ths wings. It was hinted that 
Calvé had darted an angry glance at Mme. 
Eames and said: I will slap that woman's 
tace. But Mme. Eames was not close enough. 
apparently. Certain it is that her face was 
not slapped. Calvé is reputed to have said 
in French: She did that in Chicago and also 
in Boston, and I won't allow it again.” The 
management has decided that Mnie. Eames 
and Mile. Calvé shall not appear again to- 
gether. There are only eight more opera 
nights, and Carmen“ is to be give only 
once. Calvé said today: “It is true I 


‘tried to appear after the curtain went down

being the addition of the clause requirmg the 
company to install electric lights on the 
street, as recommended by Mayor Hopkins in 
his veto message. A subcommittee was ap- 
pointed to draft the revised ordinances so as 
to have them ready to report by the full com- 
mittee before the next Council meeting. Sev- 
enty-five property-owners and citizens attend- 
ed the meeting, and those who spoke with 
few exceptions denounced the overhead trol- 
ley. 

The committee met in the Council cham- 
ber. There were present Ald. O'Neill of the 
Thirly-fourth Ward, Hepburn, Best, Epstean, 
Smith, Wall, Reed, Mulcahy, Utesch, Fran- 
cis, Mann, and Shepard. Chairman O'Neill 
announced that the ordinances would be read 
section by section, and the remarks of Alder- 
men or of any property-owner interested 
would be listened to with equal respect. 

To Strike Out Thirty-first Street. 

When the City railway’s general ordinance 
was reached Ald. Smith presented a petition 
to strike out Thirty-first street. The paper 
was signed by owners of 2,000 feet of front- 
age. 
signers, representing150 feet. Another signer 
owned 800 feet, another 400. Aid. Hepburn 
looked at the paper and denied that 20 per 
cent of the property was tepresented, This 
brought J. Beaver to his feet with a warm 
specch against the trolley in Thirty-first 
street. 

Business-men on the street between State 
street and the lake have signed that petition 
too,” said he. They all regard the trolley 
as a dangerous menace to life and property 
and do not wantit. The petition is the result 
of one day's work.“ 

Ald. Hepburn still insisted that only a small 
percentage of property was represented, and 
thereypon Ald. Smith withdrew the petition 
to obtain further signatures. 

J. Fusick, S. Miller, and D. K. Hill spoke 
against the trolley on Twenty-sixth street. 

Ald. Epstean asked Mr. Hill whether he 
didn’t ride down-town- from his house at 
Twenty-sixth and Michigan avenue in his car- 
riage. Mr. Hill replied that he used the ele- 
vated road oftener and, continuing, asked the 
Alderman: 

Is there any objection to my riding in a 
carriage? 

Chairman O'Neill squelched the little scene 
by crying in a reproving tone: Aldermen! 
Aldermen !”’ 

Cullerton for the Underground. 

Ex-Ald. Cullerton, saying he. owned prop- 
erty in the vicinity, protested against a trolley 
on Archer avenue. 

“The trolley ruins property on both sides 
of it,” he said. “If the Council passes this 
trolley ordinance it will take a backward step 
that cannot be regained in twenty years. 
Archer avenue is the only main thoroughfare 
in that section of town. It should be kept 
clear of trolley wires and poles. If an electric 
system is used let it be underground. That 
system has been tested and found perfectly 
practicable.”’ 

John L. Third, representing 125 feet on 
Archer avenue, said numerous property- 
owners had been told by the City rail- 
way company that an underground road 
was simply a matter of dollars and 
cents. Ald. Reed made similar remarks. 
W. H. Merrill, an electrician for the Chicago 
Fire Underwriters’ Association, protested 
against overhead wires. He said the system 
hindered the work of the fire departmert and 
insurance patrol. “Any system,” he said, 
„employing a ground return circuit for its 
currents will cause fires in adjoining risks and 
seriously injure water pipes. It will cause a 
difference of electrical potential between gas 
and water pipe systems and adjoining build- 
ings sufficient to cause fire.” 

Ald. Merchant epoke in favor of the trolley 
on behalf of the people in the Thirtieth Ward, 
who, he said, had held meetings and voted 
for it. Then Ald. Hepburn rose with his 
amendment. He said: 

„There seems to be no particular objection 
to electric cars. It is the trolley system that 
is not wanted, appg¢rently. I am informed 
by authorities in om I have confidence 
that the underground system is a success, I 
therefore move that Sec. 2 of the ordinance 
be obliterated and in place of it the ordinance 
read that the cars shall be propelled by power 
placed underground.”’ 

Creates a Stir and I« Carried. 


There was a stiramong the Aldermen and 
the spectators straightened up at this. Ald. 
O'Neill was firet to speak. He exhibited seven 
petitions with 3,000 signatures favoring the 
trolley in Halsted street and then read a letter 
from an “ enterprising citizen,’’ whose name 
the Alderman did not give. The writer had 
found that only twelve Mayors out of more 
than 800 in various cities where the trolley 
was in use were opposed to it. 

J. S. Cobb of Grand Crossmg said the peo- 
ple south of Seventy-fifth street wanted rapid 
transitin any form. ‘“ The trolley system 
has been in use ten years,“ he said. 
“und if it is so dangerous I'd 
like to know where are the 
graveyards where they bury its dead.” 
Anybody who said the trolley was dangerous 
knew nothing about electrical distribution“ 
and he would give $100 in gold to the person 
who could prove he was wrong. Mr. Cobb, 
who possesses a voice of immense volume, 
began to tell when he was born, when the 
Alderman sung out to stick to trolleys. 

After Ald. Utesch had predicted that the 
ordinancé-was being overloaded with amend. 
ments Ald. Mann, who seconded Ald. Hep. 
burn’s amendment, read a letter addressed to 
Ald. O'Neill from A. G. Wheeler, General 
Manager ofan undergtound electric transit 
com pointing out the ease with which 
telegraph and telephone wires were buried in 
the face of their owner’s protests that it was 
impracticable to do so.

Is THAT TRACK ORDINANCE DEAD? 


Elevation Scheme May Get a New Lease of 
Life by Juggling a Word. 

Mayor Hopkins and Corporation Counsel 
Rubens yesterday conferred -poncerning the 
position of the track elevation ordinance and 
the draft of a letter which the Mayor sent last 
evening to the officials of the Rock Island and 
Lake Shore roads in reply to their suggestions 
of compromise and amendment made in a 
letter which is now in the Mayor’s possession, 
as he acknowledges, but the contents of which 
he refuses to make public. The time for the 
acceptance of the track elevation ordinance 
expired last midnight and the railroad com- 
panies made no sign of accepting it. 
Neither Mayor Hopkins nor Corporation 
Counsel Rubens would say much about 
the failure of the companies to accept. 
Assistant Corporation Counsel Palmer says if 
the word “ passage is to be considered as 
meaning the time at which the ordinance be- 


comes legally effective the railroad compa- - 


nies certainly have until May 5 in -which to 


file an acceptance. If the word is to be taken 


as the time when the Council took favorable 
action ‘the last day on which the measure 
could be accepted was yesterday. Corpora- 
tion Counsel Rubens firmly believes the last 
day for acceptance was yesterday. He cites 
many sections of the ordinance to show that 
the word eis used to mean the 
time at which the Council acted upon à meas- 
ure,

The Western prelate 
quickly made friends with Satolli, who 
shared his views on the school qubstion, and 
at the same time it was intimated 
that Archbishop Ireland had a kindly feeling 
for McGlynn.

structed and entirely prevented the company 
since the 13th day of April from 5 og any 
portion of its line between Grand orks, N. D., 
and Spokane, Wash., whereby the company has 
sustained irreparable injury. 

The complaint further alleges that the 
amount in controversy exceeds $200,000, 
exclusive of interest and costs. 

The Great Northern today sent out two 
trains, one being the regular coast train. They 
were accompanied by Deputy United States 
Marshals armed with the restraining order of 
the Federal court. The trains had four loco- 
motives, one being placed at each end of each 
train. The trains were especially equipped 
with the modern devices for baffling venture- 
some strikers. Couplings and air hose 
were securely wired and a supply of 
spikes, mauls, crowbars, and other 
track repair gre a pe were taken along. 
Many men who have quit work are reported 
to have signified their willingness to return to 
work in case they are protected. Advices 
from Great Falls, Mont., and other points 
along the line where public sympathy was 
supposed to be with the strikers state that 
since the citizens, including those who have 
suffered from the closing down of industries, 
have heard the company’s side of the question 
they have lost their sympathy with the men 
and their movement. 

Situation at Great Falls. 


The rumor in Great Falle last night that 
Supt. Currier had been arrested for detention 
of mails and placed under $5,000 bonds was 
entirely without foundation. There is much 
indignation there tonight over an attempt 
this afternoon to stifle an expression of pub- 
lic- opinion. A meeting of the Board of 
Trade was advertised for 4 o'clock. Shortly 
before that time it was rumored on the streets 
that resolutions reflecting severely on the 
Great Northern would be presented and prob- 
ably adopted. Men associated with J. J. Hill 
determined to prevent this. President F. W. 
Webster was seen to enter the Board of 
trade at 345 and shortly after return accom- 
panied by the Secretary, who locked the door 
and disappeared. Members of the board, ap- 
pearing at the appointed time, found them- 
selves locked out. Resolutions are pouring 
in by dozens. President Webster cannot be 
seen tonight. A majority of the prominent 
merchants of Great Falls have joined in ask- 
ing the Canadian Pacific Soo Line and Great

The 
company said if they would not take the 
whole train they could not take the mail. 
Telegraphers on the line between Sioux Falls 
and Yankton are out, and operators were at 
the offices but part of the day. The tie-up 
reached Sioux Falls at 6 o'clock last night.

road, 

At Wahpeton, N. D., the American Railway 
Union held a mase-meeting at the opera- 
house, There was a large attendance and an 
expression of sympathy with the strikers as 
long as they used no violence, 


Forcibly Hold Back a Train. 


Supt. Winter attempted to take out the 
east-bound mail and passenger train, but was 
forcibly prevented by the strikers. Winter 
was arrestei for striking a man in the act of 
removing a coupling pin. He was brought up 
for trial this afternoon and found guilty of 
assault and battery. Everything is quiet, but 
the men are determined to let no trains run. 

The order for the men to strike at Minne- 
apolis has been issued. It at first read for 7 
o'clock in the morning, but was later changed 
for 1 o’clock, That will mean that the entire 
system in this city will be tied up unless the 
restraining order of the court can get it run- 
ning at once.

STRIKERS TRY TO WIN BY VIOLENCE, 


Several Assaults on Crane Company’s Non- 
Union Employes. 

There were several acts of violence yester- 
day that grew out uf the strike of the Crane 
company’s-employés, One non-union man 
was beaten into insensibility by several men 
to whom he boasted that he had taken a 
striker’s place. A large number of small 
rows occurred, and in some instances the 
workmen were followed into street cars and 
assaulted there, 

The company had advertised for men to re- 
place the strikers. When the works opened it 
was under heavy police protection, not less 
than forty officers being strung around the 
Jefferson street factory. When the. whistle 
blew and the factory doors were thrown open 
the chief officers of the firm with superin- 
tendents and foremen were out on the side- 
Walk to persuade the men to come in and 
work, strikers were also there in force. 
At the noon hour when the men came out 
many were persuaded not to return. 

One man who went into a restaurant on 
Randolph street, near Jefferson, for dinner 
sat at a table with three other men, strangers 
to him, and boasted that he had takena 
striker’s place. Hot words followed. The 
table was upset and the non-union man beaten 
into insensibility. Hot coffee was dashed over. 
him and he was pounded over the head with a 
sugar bowl and left unconscious. The assail- 
ants esca The injured man was taken to 
a hospital in an ambulance, 

One workman came out of the factory at 
the noon hour with a long-bladed bread knife 
in his hand. He started for a restaurant, 
when a number of strikers approached him, 
when he ran back into the factory. ö 

At the — hour of work at 5 o’clock 
last evening fifty policemen were stationed 
about the block. On tae opposite side of the 
street not less than 800 strikers were stroll- 
ing. Windows and doors were lined with 
spectators. There are three exits—on Jeffer- 
son, Randolph, and Desplaines streets. Chief 
officers of the firm brought the men out in 
squads of a half dozen each. They were al- 
most all let out on the Desplaines street side. 
They would stand on the doorstep 
untila Milwaukee avenue car came along 
then they would pull their hats down over 
their eyes and make a dash and board the car. 
Double their number of strikers would at 
once board the same ear and many an assault 
resulted. As one squad started to walk north 
on Desplaines street a young fellow ran up 
and knocked down the leader of the squad. 
Others rushed in, many blows were struck, 
and a free fight was averted by prompt 
action of the police. Two of the. assaulters 
were arrested. 

On the Desplaines street side about forty 
men were turned out in a squad. They were 
escorted by police a block south to the cable 
cars. They ail crowded toward the middle of 
the squad as if they feared being assailed by 
missiles. When they boarded the cars they 
were followed by many strikers. Similar 
scenes were enacted at the Judd street works. 

During the rain in the afternoon a number 
of strikers stood in the doorway of Rokosy’s 
saloon, No, 109 Randolph street. The police 
ordered them away. kosy resented this. 
He was ordered to close his saloon. He re- 
fused. His action was reported for investi- 
gation. The police threaten to take his license 
from him. 

T. J. Hodgson, a boss carpenter contractor, 
writes to Tun Tripune that he never locked 
out his men; that they quit without giving 
him notice; that if they had asked for an ad- 
vance in wages he certainly would have given 
it; that he did not go to the Journeymen 
Carpenters’ headquarters for men, but he 
simply went there to ascertain why his men 
could not go to work. 

The boss plumbers, it was stated yesterday, 
had assessed themselves $300 each to form a 
fund to fight the strikers. Their plan of 
comsnaiee will be to pay $3.50 a vw Ay wages, 
enlist all the bosses possible in their organi- 
zation, and makea fight on those who will 
not go in by underbidding them, then make 
up the difference to the contractor. The boss 
plumbers deny the charge. 


THEIR ARDOR DAMPENED BY RAIN. 


Striking Brickmakers Postpone Their 
March on Schermerville Until Today. 


The army of striking brickmakers, which 
was under orders to start yesterday morning 
from Blue Island for Schermerville, was put 
to rout by the heavy fall of rain, and the 
leaders postponed the attack upon Schermer- 
ville until this morning.

WILL MEET RATES MADE BY SCALPERS 


Secret Cute from Colorade Points Will Be 
Met Openly by the Atchison. 

General Passenger Agent Nicholson of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé railroad com- 
pany has addressed a communication to 
Chairman Caldwell of the Western Passenger 
Association, stating that the records of the 
Colorado local associations for months past 
show repeated purchase at cut rates from 
ticket brokers at Colorado common points of 
east-bound tickets, issued by association lines, 
notably the Missouri Pacific.

NEW BREWERY WITH 100,000 BAR. 
REIS CAPACITY 10 BE BUILT. 


sae ty 3 Interested in Milwan- 
kee and Chicago Breweries Probably 
Behind the Scheme=Lake Street Traffic 
Improving=Stock Market Purely Pro- 
fessional aad Quotations Show No Spe- 
cial Tendency=Sterling Rather Soft and 
No Gold Exports in Sight. 

More competition is in store for the brew- 
ery interests. Plans are completed for the 
construction of a brewery on the North Side 
which is to have a capacity of 100,000 
bris. Information regarding the people inter- 
ested in this enterprise 1s quite as interesting 
as anything regarding the construction of the 
brewery itself. The chief interest will be in 
the hands of Messrs. Boldenweck and Ernst. 
Mr. Boldenweck is a German capitalist who 
formerly lived in Chicago and has lately re- 
turned here. A point that will be a surprise 
to a good many holders of the brewery securi- 
ties is the connection of the Ernsts with this 
new enterprise. The Ernst Brothers’ brewery 
was a part of the Milwaukee and Chicago Brew. 
ery's combination. It was organized in 1884, 
and at the time the Engiish-American compa- 
ny was formed the output was about 70,000 
‘barrels. Mr. Leo Ernst was made Vice-President 
of the Milwaukee and Chicago breweries, and he 
made a contract to stay with that corporation 
for a definite period. The connection of the 
Ernsts with this new brewery enterprise is 
naturally sub rosa, and every effort has been 
made to keep that connection secret. There is, 
however, no doubt whatever about the connec- 
tion, nor is there any doubt about the energy 
with which the new enterprise is being pushed. 
Bids tor the construction of the plant were re- 
ceived last Saturday, but wers not satisfactory in 

1 particulars, being especially so as ro- 
gards the carpenter work, and some further bids 
were called for. The contracts will probably be 
awarded the, last of the week, and the vonstruc- 
tion of the plant will then proceed rapidly. 

While the} product from this new brewery cannot 
actuaily be a disturbi factor for some months 
the fact of its construction, with the men who are 
interested in it also taken into rr has 
had a dampening effect on the plans of 44 2 
ous breweries to advance the mee May 1 
to $6.00." Beer has for some time ‘kine ‘esiling 
here at $5 a barrel, but the combination had got 
the arran — all made for an advance in the 
price May 1 to $6.00. It is now admitted that 

t will be impossible, and the summer's reve- 
nue must be calculated on a $5.00 basis.

„n BRICE AND THE HOADLY REPORT. 


Pertinent Facts Touching the Special 
Counsel in the Union Pacific Case. 
Wasutnetonr, D. C., April 18.—[Special.]— 
It is quite a happy arrangement that Senator 
Brice of Ohio has with Mr. Brice of Wall 
street, New York. Members of Congress who 
found a letter from ex-Gov. Hoadly of Ohio, 
transmitted from the Department of Justice, 
explaining that the interests of the govern- 
ment in the Union Pacific are being pro- 
tected, didn’t know that several months ago 
the Senate Committee on Pacific Railroads, 
of which Senator Brice is Chairman, feilt the 
need of having the government’s interests 
- looked after; that the Attorney-General sent 
a letter telling how the Department of Justice 
had no one to spare for the work, and that 
therefore Senator Brice persuaded the Senate 
to adopt a resolution authorizing his commit- 
tee to employ special counsel. hereupon he 
picked out Mr. Hoadly, who presumably be- 
gan earn his fees at once. 

Mr. Hoadly is a high-priced lawyer. Noth- 
ing was heard of the services he was render- 
ing the government until the House began to 
grow inquisitive concerning the apparent non- 
action of the Department of Justice and passed 
resolutions of inquiry. Thereupon Attorney- 
General Olney comes forward and disclaims 

nsibility because the Senate had author- 
ined 4 the employment of special counsel, and 
he gives the special counsel’s letter, saying 
everything is all right. Perhaps it is, for 
there are three government receivers drawing 
$18,000 a year each. Ex-Gov. Hoadly’s ex- 


net relations to Senator Brice are not known, 


but it has been supposed that he was the Sen- 
ator’s private counsel. 
Brice Opposed to Haste. 


Brice has had one or two mettings of his 
committee generally for the purpose of im- 
pressing on the other members of the com- 
mittee that there is no need of hurry in agree- 
ing on legislation. He is heard of in New 
York ieeqiontiy attending meetings of the 
com mittee of bondholders and stocxhold- 
ers which is charged with the reorganization 
of the Union Pacific system. The cynical 
comments of his colleagues on his zeal for 
the government interests at these meetings 
have no effect on him. Several months ago 
there was a tip out among the select circle 
of Senatorial speculators that before the ses- 
sion. was over there would be big money in 
Union Pacific. Three or four weeks ago ad- 
vantage was taken ofa slight boom in Wall 
street to send Union Pacific up four 

ints, on alleged information from 

ashington that favorable progress was being 
made in legislation for refuading the debt of 
Pacific roads. It was all a fiction so far as 
Washi n was concerned and the Brice fol- 
lowing in Wall street was said to be disgusted 
at the manipulated rise, which was premature. 
None of the speculative Senators in Washing- 
ton were in Union Pacific at that time, as 
sugar was occupying all their attention. In- 
terviews were published with Senator Brice 
which threw cold water on the alleged prop- 
osition towards a government refundmg bill 
and the stock has lost all it gained. 

The real Union Pacific speculation, which 
is to be enginecred from Washington, will not 
begin until the tariff bill with its rich oppor- 
tunities is passed or defeated. Then there 
will be a chance to do something in Union 
Pacific. Meantime, whenever Congress wants 
information Attorney-General Olney will be 
able to refer it to Special Counsel Hoadly.

Postoffice Report Delayed. 

Gen. Black’s absence from the Howse to at- 
tend tha funeral of Senator Vance of North 
Carolina was the means of preventing action 
today by the House Committee on Public 
Buildings and Grounds relative to the Chica- 
go building. Before leaving for Asheville 
Gen. Black stated he would like to present 
some additional facts to the committee prior 
to their report being formulated. Chairman 
Bankhead deferred to his wishes and post- 
poned the subject until Friday of this week, 
although the details of the report have been 
pretty well agreed on. 

Representative Cadmus of New Jersey, who 
was a member of the subcommittee who 
visited Chicago, remarked today that no 
doubt existed in his mind as toa favorable re- 
port being made to the committee regarding 
the needs of a new public building at Chicago. 
“Ispeak from a personal experience,“ he 
continued, for after spending two hours in 
the basement in the present Postoffice my 
head ached so that I thought it would never 
quit. Inspection made by the subcommittee 
satisfied every member that this place is not 
suitable to put beasts in, let alone human be- 
ings. Beneath is a sewerage system, and 
when there is a back-up the floors of the base- 
mentare frequently submerged, making the 
atmosphere damp and moldy at all times. 
It was my suggestion that the present site be 
sold ana the proceeds devoted to a better lo- 
cated building on the Lake-Front, particu- 
larly for ‘postoffice purposes. According to 
plans submitted there could be constructed a 
three-storied stone building 800 feet long and 
250 wide from which light and air could never 
be excluded if the building fronted on Lake 
Michigan. 

Good Title Promised. 

„Assurances were given the committee that 
a good and sufficient title could be secured to 
land about two blocks above the Public Li- 
brary, and four out of the five members of 
the committee are agreed upon the Lake- 
Front site. There is no use in attempting to 
put a Postoffice on the present site, for, while 
the building may stand as long as desired, it 
is in no sense suitable for the needs of the 
people of Chicago. There is no use in hold- 
ing on to the ground for a Court-House and 
Custom-House; but by cutting streets through 
and opening it up to business it can be dis- 

of to advantage, and the money thus 
obtained put into a building which: will be 
in every way an improvement and benefit 
to the City of Chicago. Not more than 
one-fourth of the ground would be needed for 
the public offices outside of the Postoffice, 
and Congress will be asked to grant any addi- 
tional sum that may be necessary to erect 
both buildings so much desired and needed. 
This sum will be voted out of the public 
Treasury. and it behooves the people of Chi- 
cago to put their shoulders tothe wheel and 
help along the movement to give them a suit- 
a ble public structure. No disposition is man- 
ifested by members of the subcommittee to 
impede or delay the progress of this work, 
for there is a unanimity of sentiment among

SMITH IS AGAINST THE SOUTH, 


Dixie’s Financial Policies Find No Favor 
with the Jersey Senator. 


Wasutneton, D. C., April 18.—[Special. ]— 
Since his speech yesterday, Senator James 
Smith of New Jersey promises to become one 
of the noted figures in the Senate. Smith is 
a millionaire several times over. He 1% a 
big, smooth-faced man, with rosy cheeks, 
and an expression of seraphic innocence not 
unlike that of Tom Reed. But heisas keen 
in politicsas in business and is one of the 
hard workers of the Senate. He came into 
Jersey politics as the friend and supporter of 
Cleveland, but lately he has rather soured on 
the administration. Everybody remembers 
how he was chosen Senator. Ex-Gov. Leon 
Abbett had for several years been reaching 
out for the prize, and to gain it had made his 
peace with the Cleveland faction. There was, 
however, strong opposition to him, and this 
opposition was looking for a candidate on 
whom to concentrate. One afternoon Mr. 
Smith took the train from Newark to Tren- 
ton. His friends called a caucus for 8 o’clock 
in the evening, and at 9 o’clock the ambition 
of Abbett’s lifetime was blasted, and Mr. 
Smith was the candidate for Senator. 

Last fall he madesomething of a reputation 
by his speech in favor of the repeal of ‘the 
Sherman law. It was full of epigrams, and 
was noteworthy for its bold assault on the 
Southern Senators, A Jerseyman explained 
Senator Smith’s bitterness at the time 
with the statement that he was running 
his business at a loss of $25,000 or $30,000 
a week in order to keep his workmen em- 
ployed. In his speech against the income tax 
yesterday Senator Smith was even more 
» bitter in his. denunciations of the South. 
Like most Northern Democrats he deplores 
the ascendency of that section in the councils 
of ‘his party, but, unlike them, he is not 
afraid to speak his mind. He is bold in 
everything he does. He is credited with an 
occasional plunge in Wall street, and it is 
said that when he takes one his boldness 
mukes Brice and the other professional specu- 
lators in the Senate dizzy.

NO HALT IN BUILDING THE NAVY. 


Plans of Other Nations Regarding New 


Warships Are Significant. 

Wasuineton, D. C., April 18.—A report of 
the House Committee on Naval Affairs pre- 
sented today states that the committee has 
reluctantly concluded not to recommend the 
construction of a new battleship because of 
the depleted condition of the Treasury. It is 
urged, however, that there must be no halt in 
building up the new navy. England pro- 
poses, says the report, to begin seven battle. 
ships of the first class, six cruisers of the sec- 
ond class, and twosloops. Italy, with a de- 
pleted treasury, is preparing to build three 
first clhss battleships, three cruisers, twelve 
torpedo boats, and four transports. Ger- 
many, France, and Russia are going to even 
greater lengths to secure the merease of their 
navies, The report adds: 

In view of these facts it certainly would not be 
safe for the United States to build no more bat- 
tleships and cruisers. With increasing prosper- 
ity the work should go on until the American 
navy is strong enough to stand all exigencies. 
The slight increase proposed by the committee 
will certainly not burden the country with taxa- 
tion during the coming year, believing that pub- 
lic sentiment demands it. 

The report summarizes the items of appro- 
priations for new navy. The total is 
$25,280,966, which is an advance on last 
year, but a considerable decreases from the 
estimate of this year. The main item of de- 
crease is $4,000,000 for armor plate, which 
is $2,500,000 less than the estimate, 


OPPOSES MORGAN’S NICARAGUA BILL. 


M. B. Moore of Iowa Advocates an Entire- 
ly Different Canal Scheme, 

Wasuineton, D. C., April 18.—Nicaraguan 
Canal matters came up for discussion today 
in the House Commerce committee.

PRESIDENT GREENHUT’S REPORT 
SHOWS A FULL TREASURY. 


Annual Meeting of Stockholders Is Held 
in Peoria and in Spite of the Outside 
Rumors All Is Well with the Dis- 
tillery and Cattle Feeding Company 
Greenhut Has Everything His Own 
Way—He Holds Nearly All the Proxies 
and Elects His Own Officers. 

Ponta, III., April 18.—[Special.]—The 
annual meeting of the stockholders of the Dis- 
tilling and Cattie-Feeding company was held 
at the headquarters building in this city to- 
day, and in many respects it was one of the 
most peculiar ever held. All of the reports 
given out are most favorable in their char- 
acter, but the talk among outsiders is that the 
showing is anything but favorable, especially 
as regards the finances. Numerically, the at- 
tendance was light, especially in view of the 
fact that a meeting of Western digtributers is 
to be held here tomorrow. The business 
was quickly disposed of when once the stock. 
holders were called to order. As was re. 
marked by an outsider, It was a meeting of 
President J. B. Greenhut and a few boys and 
brokers.” A practically complete list of 
those present includes the following from 
outside Peoria: W. E. Hutton, Abe Hoff.

The meeting was called to order at noon 
and President J. B. Greenhut was elected 
Chairman, with N. E. Huggins Secretary. 
There were 283,597 of the 350,000 shares. 
or 81 per cent, represented, most of it by 
proxies held by President Greenhut. After 
the reading of the minutes of the last session 
President Greenhut and Treasurer W. N. 
Hobart presented their annual reports, which 
were received and placed on file. 

Report of the President. 

President Greenhut's report outlines the 
business of the company for the last year, and 
states that on account of the generul de- 
pressed condition of trade last summer it

The first six months’ 
business shows an apparent loss of $290,198, 
which amount, however, was expended in 
improvements and betterment of plants and 
charged to expense account, but the last six 
months’ business was satisfactory and shows 
net earnings of $1,017,142, or $726,944, 
net, for the year. In addition to the distillery

THE TWENTY-NINTH WARD. 

It is stated that the present grand jury is 
going to investigate the frauds committed in 
the Tweuty-ninth Ward at the December elee- 
tion and at the one early this month. It is 
time for a grand jury to pay attention to the 
Democratic methods of voting in that ward 


and to indict those who are responsible fur 


them. L 
Last December over a thousand votes were 


cast illegally in that ward. Men registered 
from vacant lots and barns, or from houses 
where they did not live. The election clerks 
ought to have stricken these names from the 
books, but they did not do so. They can be 
indicted for their failure to perform their 
duty. The election judges received the votes 
of men who they knew were not legal vot- 
ers, and they are liable to indictment. Not 
satisfied with having stuffed the lists with re- 
peaters the Democrats resorted to other kinds 
of fraud. They got the judges in someof the 
precincts to throw out Republican ballots 
which had been cast and to replace them with 
Democratic ones. This spring in one pre- 
cinct where sixty-two men voted for Repub- 
lican candidates the latter were credited with 
less than & dozen votes. 

Last year and this month the Twenty-ninth 
Ward was rank with Democratic frauds, 
Some of the leaders and many of the judges 
and clerks were actively engaged in cheating. 
Where Republican judges were not corrupted 
they were intimidated. The frauds were per- 
petrated on so grand a scale and were so open 
that every man in the ward was aware of 
them. They will be repeated this fall for the 
purpose of securing a Democratic Congress- 
man and members of the Legislature if steps 
are not taken to reform that corrupt ward. 

It is impossible for ‘the grand jury in the 
limited time at its disposal to unearth all the 
iniquity of the last two elections. But it will 
find enough on the surface to supply it with 
material for numerous indictments, It need 
only take up two or three of the rottenest pro- 
cincts and investigate them. It will take but 
a short time to find enough evidence to justify 
the indictment of judges ana clerks. 

The present grand jury should do what it 
can and then its successor should take up the 
work, It should be kept up till the whole 
ward has been gone ovér and the men who 
have been stuffing registry books and 
ballot boxes and making false returns are 
under indictment. 


WHAT WILL THE TRAMPS DO? 

What will the men composing the several 
sections of the commonweal army do aft- 
er their arrival in Washington? Ostensibly 
they will present a demand for the issue of a 
vast amount of flat money to be expended 
in the construction and improvement of coun- 
try roads in the different States. And what 
then? Will they stay at the National Capital 
or around it? As the program does not in- 
clude any arrangement for taking them back 
to the places from which they came, and as 
the men ate admitted to be without money, it 
may be supposed that at least many of the 
number expect the demand will be granted 
and in such short order that they can get hold 
of some of the flat bills to pay the cost of re- 
turn transportation. But how do they think 
they can live in the meantime? By sponging 
on the public in the vicinity of their camping 
ground or on daily doles from the National 
Treasury? It must be one or the other, for 4 
great proportion of the men are of the tramp 
genus, and will not work except under dire 
compuision, while there is little chance for 
the others to obtain employment in a place 
already built up and otherwise improved td 
equal the demands made upon it for the ac. 
commodation of residents. 

In either case these men have made a grave 
mistake, The people soon would tire of sup- 
porting them in idleness, a very few days suf. 
ficing to exhaust the charity of the most kind. 
hearted, and the National Treasury is s 
nearly empty that the authorities would not 
dare to draw on it for the maintenance of thp 
“army,” even if they were not held in check 
by the absence of warrant for the expenditure. 
As for waiting, with or without current main- 
tenance, till the issue of the first part of the 
500 millions of “ money” asked for ~~ .

But in another respect the 
problem presented isa vexed one. Their ag- 
gregation at Washington will resemble the 
sand hill raised by a violent wind-storm. To 
disperse it at once would require summary 
measures, involving, perhaps, some deplora- 
ble features, which it would be well to avoid, 
while the process of scattering back under the 
operation of natural causes must be a slow 
and tedious one, accompanied by much un- 
pleasantness. In addition to this it should 
not be forgotten that if these tramps find 
themselves measurably well taken care of by 
public act or private charity the fact would 
operate as an incentive to other movements 
of a like character, the discontented ones in 
all parts of the country threatening a con- 
certed march on Washington in case their de- 
mands were not complied. with in the future. 
The result of this march ought not to be so 
satisfactory to those who have taken part in 
it as to encourage other demonstrations of the 
same kind. On the contrary, it would be for 
the best good of by far the greater number if 
the movement prove’ so disastrous to those

THERE WILL BE NO NEW WARDS. 

The local Democratic papers have discov- 
ered that the Republican Aldermen are en- 
gaged in another nefarious plot.“ The first 
one was to kill track elevation. The new one 
isto make a new apportionment of wards, 
increasing the number to thirty-five, and to 
gerrymander it so that the Republicans al- 
ways will have a majority in the Council. It 
would not be a bad thing for the city if the 
Republicans did rule in the Council always.

They know 
that if they were to go into that immoral and 
therefore Democratic business they have 
not votes enough to pass it over the Mayor’s 
veto. They would gain nothing by getting up 
an ordinance which could not be passed. 


_Even a fair one would be suspected and vetoed 


by the Mayor. There are many reasons why 
there should be a redistricting of the city. 
There are gross inequalities among the wards 
both as to population and as to votes. These 
are due in part to the successive anuexations. 
Thus Jefferson was made one ward, though it 
has less than 4,000 voters, while the Thirtieth 
has over 15,000, 

Nevertheless the Republican Aldermen will 
do nothing. They can do nothing even if they 
wanted to. The law will not permit the divis- 
ion ot the city into thirty-five wards until 
15,000 people or three square miles of terri- 
tory are added by annexation. Thatis not 
likely to happen until Cicero comes in.

AGAIN THE “ SEIGNIORAGE.” 

Representatiye Meyer of Louisiana told 
Mr. Bland's Coinage committee yesterday 
that his bill for coining the silver ‘‘ seignior- 
age and for low interest bonds had the ap- 
proval of Secretary Carlisle, and in the judg- 
ment of the Secretary would be sigaed by the 
President. The bill offers an amendment to 
the resumption act providing that 8 per cent 
bonds be issued in future instead of 4 or 5 
per cent bonds. A member of the committee 
stated that the objections of the President 
would not be met by the low rate bonds 
named in the Meyer bill. In reply the gen- 
tleman stated that the draft of the measure 
had been submitted to Secretary Carlisle, 
who considered it for several: days and sug- 
gested several changes. From these the bill 
as offered was framed, and in the opinion of 
the Secretary it is broad enough to meet all 
contingencies.“ Hence it could be claimed 
authoritatively to have the approval of the 
Secretary. and that in his judgment it so thor- 
oughly meets the views of President Cleveland 
that it will receive his signature in case it be 
laid before him. 

This statement in regard to President 
Cleveland may surprise the many who read 
his veto message delivered about three weeks 
ago, if they stopped short of the last para- 
graph but one in that document. Those who 
waded through it to the end are aware that he 
committed himself to the notion that the coin- 
ing of the silver bullion seigniorage now in 
the Treasury could be done @afely and with 
advantage if the Secretary of the Treasury 
had the power to issue bonds ata low rate of 
interest under authority in substitution of that 
now existing and better suited to the protec- 
tion of the Treasury.“ If this language 
means anything it needed no subsequent ver- 
bal assurance from the President that he is 
prepared to indorse with his signature a meas- 
ure having the features reported to be pos- 
sessed by the Meyer-bill, and it may be taken 
for granted that Secretary Carlisle proceeded 
on that supposition when conversing with Mr. 
Meyer on the subject. So the question now is 
ifit be probable the bill will pass in both 
Houses, and not as to the reception it would 
meet with in that case at the White House. 

That question may be answered in the nega- 
tive. The provision for maintaining the in- 
tegrity of the currency will not suit theeviews 
of the men who voted for the Bland seignior- 
age bill, Whatever may be the position of 
the rank and file of its supporters there can be 
no doubt that the leaders did not care about the 
silver being coined, except as they thought that 
it still further would open the way for a slump 
to the silver monometallic basis on which the 
currency unit would be worth less than half 
the value of the present currency unit. They 
care nothing for such an increased use of 
silver” as would not widen the market for 
that metal or tend to secure its free coinage 
ata rate which would give to the dollar no 
more than 47 cents of purchasing power 
while providing that it could be paid out for 
one dollar in canceling all debt obligations 
now existing. On the other hand, the friends 
of honest money will not deem it prudent to 
coin the seigniorage even if there were no 
danger of a drop to the silver basis, their ob. 
jection being that the said silver is not a 
Treasury asset in the proper sense of the term 
and ought to be held or used to redeem the 
token portion of the obligation on every silver 
doliar that now is in the hands of the people.

ce of Fast day has been 
abandoned and hereafter April 19 will be 
known and celebrated as Patriots“ day.“ 
Fast day long ago lost all its significance. 
Instead of fasting it became a day of feasting 
and po r sports, and the Legislature wise- 
ly decided to cancel it as a holiday. In its 
place the anniversary of Lexington and Con- 
cord will be celebrated annually and the day 
by act of Legislature will be a legal holiday. 

The program of the celebration is full of 
interest and patriotic reminiscences; 

Last night the lantern was swung in the 
belfry tower of the Old North Church in Bos- 
ton, where it swung April 18, 1775, warning 
Paul Revere that the British were commg, and 
200 men, among them Mayor Matthews and 
ex-Gov. Russell, rode over Revere’s route to 
Lexington. In Boston today flags will fly 
from all the prominent builaings, cannon will 
thunder their noisy salutes, and the church 
bells will ring morning, noon, and at night. 
Early this morning the riders will arrive at 


‘the old Royal House in Lexington and close 


their jaunt at the Hancock House on the Bed- 
ford road, where the scenes of 119 years ago 
will be reproduced. There will be appropri- 
ate exercises this morning at Lexington in 
which the Governor will take part. At Con- 
cord there will be a sham fight also this 
morning, in which the Concord militia will 
represent the minutemen and a company of 
colored militia the British regulars. The 
fight will take place at the memorable bridge 
and the colored militia wiJl be driven from 
it to Mertiam’s corner on the Lexington road, 

as the British were driven back in the real 
encounter. A great-grandson of Maj. But- 
trick, who gave the command to the minute- 
men to Fire, for God's sake, flre! will give 
the same order today and thus celebrate “ the 
shot heard around the world.“ This after- 
noon there will be a public meeting in Con. 
cord, at which Gov. Greenhalge, Judge E. R. 
Hoar, and others will make speeches. In the 
evening there will be a ball. „ 

In addition to the purely local celebrations 
the day will be observed by numerous pa- 
triotic associations in other parts of the State. 
Thus Massachusetts keeps tne fires of patriot- 
ism burning brightly. The State has done 
well in abandoning the meaningless Fast day, 
upon which no one fasted, and substituting 
for it Patriots’ day,“ which recalls the first 
battle fonght for American independence. 
By a happy coincidence it was April 19, 
1861, that the first blood was shed in the 
struggle for the perpetuity of the Nation—a 
coincidence to which Gov. Greenhalge refers 
in his proplamation: 

On this Gay in 1775 at Lexington and Concord 
was begun; the great war of the Revolution; on 
this day in 1783, just eight years afterward, the 
cessation of war and the triumph of inde- 
pendence were formally proclaimed, and on this 
day in 1801 the first blood was shed in the war 
for the Union. Thus the day is grand with the 
memories of the struggles which in one instance 
brought liberty and inthe other union to the 
country. 

It was especially fitting, therefore, that the 
Legislatute should set apart the day as the 
anniversary of liberty and union and that it 
should be celebrated withenthusiasm. There 
is no danger that the American people will 
have too many holidays, especially of this de- 
sirable and eminently appropriate kind. If 
we have more patriots’ days possibly we may 
have more patriots. There is need of them.

THE APPROACH OF KELLY’S ARMY, 

Kelly’s army of the unemployed, as some 
call them, ot tramps and vagrants, as others 
report who have carefully inspected the 
army, appeara to bein a bad plight in the 
matter of transportation. It is not to be ex- 
pected that railroad officials will agree to 
transport several hundred men over their 
lines without compensation, however unrea- 
sonable it may appear to the army itself or to 
the cranks and demagogues who sympathize 
with it. It would be setting a dangerous 
precedent. If they should carry this multi- 
tude free they could offer no valid objection 
to carrying any other multitude or mob which 
should demand free transportation.

He 
objects to the income tax not merely because 
it is one of the doctrines of a party to which 
he does not belong, but for the following 
cogent reasons: 

I oppose it and shall do everything I can to de- 
feat it: (1) because it is unnecessary, (2) be- 
cause it is unjust, (8) because it is unsuccessful, 
(4) because it is unpopular (5) because it is un- 
democratic, (6) because it is un-American, (7) bo- 
cause it is unwise, and. finally, on general prin- 
ciples, because it is unworthy of an intelligent 
government, supposed to represent a free and en- 
lightened people. 

This isa compact and accurate summing 
up of the income tax scheme, It has the ring 
of true Jeffersonian Democracy. It is not 


yet certain, however, that a sufficient number 


| of Northern Democrats will vote against the 


income tax project to make it possible to 
strike it out of the bill, though it will not 
take many votes to do it. It has been asserted 
that some of the Republican Senators from 
the silver States will vote for the income tax. 
While they have not denied or affirmed the 
correctness of this statement it is not likely 
that there is any truth in it, or that they are 
going to join hands with the Populists and 
semi-Populist Democrats. If they do not 
vote for an income tax it will take but few 
Democratic votes to beat it. 


Tun Lake Avenue Improvement Associa- 
tion has adopted a resolution urgently request- 
ing all the housekeepers on that thoroughfare 
who cook with a coal stove to burn all garbage 
and paper. This is good advice, It should 
be followed not only by the residents on Lake 
avenue but by all those in other parts of the 
city. With comparatively few exceptions it 
would not be difficult or troublesome for each 
household thus to dispose of the garbage pro- 
duced in it and all the waste paper, instead of 
having either or both thrown into the alley, 
there to lie several weeks before the scaven- 
ger attempts to remove it. A few minutes 
each day would suffice for the effectual de- 
struction of all the objectionable material, 
leaving only the ashes to be placed outside, 
and rendering it possible to effect a large sav- 
ing in the cost of scavenger service, It espe- 
cially is desirable just now that each .house- 
holder should purify as far as possible in the 
interest of the public health, not less than of in- 
divicual cleanliness. When an infectious dis- 
ease is threatening the community no risks 
should be run that can be avoided, and one of 
those risks is the danger of infection from 
decomposing garbage in the streets or alleys 
of the city. It would be well to form im- 
provement associations in every one of the 
wards, and several to each ward would be an 
improvement on a single one. These associa- 
tions ought to strive to impress upon the in- 
habitants of each lozality the importance of 
putting nothing in the refuse boxes that can be 
burned up in the cookstove, 


Ir does not appear that the School Board 
is in much need of aid from the various or- 
ganizations that are trying to contribute to 
the ** betterment [why not improvement] of 
the public school system.“ Bishop Fallows, 
who spoke at a conference of these organiza- 
tions Tuesday, said that what was wanted was 
„more ‘school-houses, better sanitation in 
their construction, free school books, and im- 
proved methods of teachmg by competent 
teachers.“ The School Board is pushing the 
construction of new schools with commends» 
ble haste. About half a dozen,.gchools are in 
course of erection and plans for half a dozen 
more are being drafted. The old buildings 
are put in better sanitary condition at each 
vacation—indeed no expense is spared in this 
direction. Those pupils who need them or 
whose parents desire them are given free 
school books. They are also given free ink, 
pens, and reading matter. The school teach- 
ers are as competent as any in the country, 
the sensatione! screeds of Dr. Rice of St. Paul, 
who saw noti..ag here to admire but the fad 
methods of the County Normal School, to the 
contrary notwithstanding. Mrs. Wiles and 
the Rev. Jenkin Lloyd Jones of the speakers 
at Tuesday’s conference appreciated these 
facts and it is satisfactory to note that their 
views seemed to prevail. Those who indulge 
in sensational charges about the schools evi- 
dently know very little about them.

CHARGED WITH POISONING THEM, 


Mme, Henri Jomaux Under Arrest on 
Serious Charges at Antwerp.

Aytwerp, April 18. [Copyright, 1894, by 
James Gordon Bennett. — Mme. Henri 
Jomaux, daughter of Gen. Jules Ablay and 
wife of the Chief Enginser of Bridges and 
Roads for War, was arrested today on a 
charge of wholesale murder of her relatives. 
She is accused of poisoning her sister, Leonie, 
and her brother, Alfred Ablay, to obtain an 
insurance of 70,000 francs and 100,000 
francs respectively, and also of -poison- 
ing her uncle, Jacques Van Den Kerchove, 
to inherit a share in his estate. The 
prosecution is the result of an action brought 
by the Gresham Insurance company, which 
issued the policy on Al *s life. Leonie died 
Feb. 24, 1892. as was supposed, of influenza 
complicated with pneumonia. March 16, 
1898, Mme. Jomaux gave a banquet to cele. 
brate the promotion of her husband. One of 
the guests was her uncle Jacques,a man 60 
years old, the possessor of a large fort- 
une and a resident in Ghent. After the ban- 
quet, which lasted five hours, Jacques fell 
in a fit and died the next morning, as the doc- 
tors thought, of apoplexy. The dead man 
was a leader of Ghent sogiety, member of La 
Loge, and President of the Cercle Equestre. 
After bis death it was discovered that 
Jacques had settled almost everything on his 
son, leaving his niece only a small part of his 
property. Law proceedings as to the 
estate are now in progress. Alfred 
Ablay, a roving brother of Mme. Jomaux, 
turned up likea bad penny in Antwerp, and 
took up his abode with his sister. He did not 
long enjoy her hospitality, for afew weeks 
after his arrival, March 6 last, he suddenly 
died of heart disease, or what passed for it. 
Already the neighbors were saying cruel 
things, and when Mme. Jomaux called on the 
Gresham Insurance company for 100,000 
francs, for which she had insured her broth- 
er's life, the agent gave words to his 
suspicions. The agent of the Gresham 
insisted that the body of Alfred should be 
exhumed this was done eight days after burial 
with the result that it was considered advisa- 
ble to exhume also the body of Leonie and 
Uncle Jacques. The husband, Henri Jomaux, 
is the son of a well-known army doctor. 
Madame, before wedding him, was the wife of 
M. Faber, a literary man of some distinction. 
She is also the niece of Gens. Omer and Nar- 
cisse Ablay, the former of whom was 
Aide-de- Camp to King Leopold. Mme. Jo- 
maux declared the insurance on Leonie was 
effected to pay a debt of 80,000 francs owed 
by their late mother. To y the premium 
her two sisters, Emilie | Leonie, disposed 
of an annuity, and a policy for an additional 
40,000 francs was taken — to provide for 
the maintenance of Emilie in the event of 
Leonie’s death. As to her brother’s policy 
the amount was all eaten up by his death and 
she would have received nothing. The mag-

Six Fortunate Feline Soldiers That Live on 
Good Raw Beefsteak. 

The government cats fortunate eno to 
be stationed in Chicago will live well tlie 
year. Everybody may not know that the 
Government of the United States has any 
cats, but it has a great many. Nearly dar 4 
military post in the country has several. 
Chicago there are six government cats. They 
constitute the garrison at No. 250 Illinois 
street, the commissary depot, where ail 
the salt meats eaten by the soldiers of the 
United States army are purchased as, well as 
a large portion of all the other subsistence 
supplies for the army. Col. Thomas C. Sullli- 
van, Purchasing Commissary of Subsistence, 
is in charge of the depot. Col. Sullivan yes. 
terday advertised for proposals for army sup- 
plies. Each person desirous of making a bid 
is furnished a printed list of specifications 
the first item in which reads as follows: 

Fresh beef, sound and suitable for feeding cats, 
tone to be excluded, to be delivered at the con- 
tractor’s place of business, on such days as m 
be designated by the undersigned, and in suc! 
quantities, not exceeding seven pounds per week, 
as may be required by him. | 

„Les, we want beef to feed cats,“ said Col. 
Sullivan. “The cats are in the service of the 
government just the same as I am, and they 
receive just as much attention and the same 
formalities are gone yore 4) in purchasing 
their subsistence stores, which happen to con- 
sist of one pound of fresh beef a day. as 
are required in contracting for a million 
pounds of rk. These cats are enlisted 
for life. fe have a garrison of sik 
at this depot. They have cats at Fort 
Sheridan and also at all other posts 
and supply depots. They are indispensable 
as a protection against rats and mice. | 

“We used to have nine cats, but three of 
them committed suicide the other day. One 
after another they deliberately jumped out of 
a third-story window to the hard pavement of 
the alley below and were crushed to death.

so we propose to feed the survivors on 
best the market affords and see if we cannot 
give them strength enough to continue to 
make war on the rats and fortitude enough to 
endure the persecutions of the fleas. We do 
not buy meat for the cate atany other place 
but this. Each post buys its on cat meat,’

New York, April 18.—[Special.]—The as. 
signment of Samuel L. Clemens, better 
known as “Mark Twain,” and his partner, 
Frederick J. Hall, who compose the firm of 
Charies L. Webster & Co., book publishers, 
at 67 Fifth avenue, was filed in the County 
Clerk’s office today, just at the close of busi- 
ness. The assignee is Bainbridge Colby, No. 
40 Wall street. The assignment was without 
preference, and the deed was signed by Mr. 
Ciemens in this city. It was stated that his 
home is in Hartford, Conn., and Mr. Hall's is 
in Far Rockaway. The assignment was a 
complete surprise, and is said to be on account 
of the failure of the firm to obtain money 
which it expected to get to meet obligations 
just maturing. 

The business; under the firm name of 
Charles L. Webster & Co., was started May 1, 
1884, by Charles L. Webster and his wife’s 
uncle, Samuel L, Clemens. The firm started 
in to publish the works of Mark Twain, but 
afterward added the works of other authors, 
principally subscription books. The house 


‘also handled miscellaneous books. 


The financial strength of the firm was cen- 
tered in Mr. Clemens, who was supposed to 
be worth several hundred thousand dollars, 
Mr. Webster withdrew from the firm in 1888 
and died April 26, 1891. Frederick J. Hall 
succeeded him in the firm and has since con- 
tinued as the active manager. The certain re- 
sources of the firm amount to from $150,000 
to $200,000 above any debts. Mr. Clemens 
is worth from $800,000 to $400,000 out- 
side of his investment in the firm. 

“The assignment was sudden and unex- 
pected,” said Mri Hall. We had expected 
to get money from certain sources which we 
had counted upon to meet certain maturing 
obligations, but were disappointed, and con- 
sequently could net meet the obligations.

GETS SIX CENTS FOR HIS WHISKERS. 


Willie Wahl Cousin Pulled Them Out 
and Willie Sued for Damages. 

New, Yorx, April 18.—[Special.]—Willie 
Wahl’s beautiful, long blond whiskers were 
worth just six cents, according to the judg- 
ment of a jury.

Guarding the Front Door Only. 

In the two-story frame house at No, 98 Law 
avenue there live nine Italian families. It ig 
quarantined in a way. A big policeman 
stands guard at the front entrance and allows 


no one to come outorgoin. He aiso stands 
guard over the house on the opposite side of 
the street and another officer stands in front 
of the house fronting on Desplaines street. 
But there isan alley in the rear of the house 
at No. 98 Law avenue and there is no one in 
this ailey to prevent the infected people go- 
ing in and out as they please. According to a 
woman who lives next door no less than a 
dozen children with tambourines and accor- 
dions have gone out and in through the alley 
every morning and evening since house 
was ‘quarantined.

ILLINOIS CENTRAL TO RAISE PLAT- 
FORMS AND REMOVE STEPS. — 


For Better Time and Safety This Chance 
with Ticket Choppers at Stations Will 
Be Made Within Ninety Days—Vice- 
President Harahan Tells Why the Plans 

Are Formed—Questions Yet to Be Set- 
tled Are Many and the Patrons May 

| Object to Some Regulations. 

Within ninety days the management of the 
Illinois Central‘ railroad proposes to make 
changes in its method of handling suburban 
traffic which will enable persons living along 
the line to travel to “and from the 
city in much quicker time. The sayv- 
ing in time will be achieved by the 
the passengers boarding the cars from station 
platforms on a level with those of the cars. 
Another proposed innovation is to do away 
with the ticket collectors on trains and re- 
place them with ticket-choppers at each sta- 
tion. The coaches will be reconstructed. 
The suburbanites will travel much after the 
plan now in vogue on the elevated railroads. 

The plan was submitted by Second Vice- 
President J. J. Harahan. Yesterday after- 
noon he received a telegram from President 
Stuyvesant Fish at New York that the Board 
of Directors had approved the plans and 
directed Mr. Harahan to push the work. 

Will Be Finished in Three Months. 

‘Barring accidents,” said Mr. Harahan 
yesterday, we will have everything in run- 
ning order within ninety days. Our reasons 
for the change are safety and better time. A 
person can board a train much more quickly 
if tequired to step from a platform to the car 
thin if obliged to climb three steps from the 
ground, as is now the case. During the 
World’s Fair season we loaded and unloaded 
trains in ten to fifteen seconds. 

As to safety an elevated platform anda 
coach without steps will stop persons trying 
to get on a train after it has started and will 
prevent them from getting off while the train 
is in mction, Hundreds of careless persons 
aré injured in this way, and if we elevate the 
platforms it will reduce the number.“ 


Ali the old coaches will be used, and the 


only change in these will be to cut off the 
steps and construct safety gates on the et 
forms, like those on the L' cars. ew 
cars are also to be built, but it has not been 
decided as to their style of construction. It 
is probable that the new coaches will resem- 
ble the English coaches and will have doors 
in the sides. All the old cars are . fitted 
with gas burners. and one-quarter of those 
now in use are already provided with this im- 
provement. 

There will be two double tracks with ele- 
vated platforms. One set will be used for the 
regular suburban trains and the other for the 
ex train service. 

express trains which now leave at the 
Van Buron street station will start from Ran- 
dolph street. This change will be made as 
soon as a new interlocking system can be put 
in at Randolph street. , 
Must Make Fare Rates Uniform. 


In abolishing the ticket collectors and put- 
ting up ticket choppers the officials of the 
road will have to deal with the problem of 
equalizing rates of fare. This is one of the 
most important points and as yet has not 
been solved. With the present rates of fare, 
taking the sixty rides monthly tickets 
for a basis, the man who rides from 
Randolph street to Thirty-ninth street 
pay 5 cents; if he rides to Fifty-third street 
or Hyde Park it costs him 7 cents; Sixty- 
seventh street, 8 3-10 cents; Seventy-fifth 
street, 9 cents; Pullman, a fraction over 10 
cénts; South Chicago, 12 2-10 cents; and 
Blue island, 104 cents. With the rates of 
fare varying, it will hardly be ible to put 
one uniform rate into effect. officials of 
the road have a plan under consideration 
which provides for distance trains. All pas- 
sengers who ride to any point within a certain 
limit may be required to pay the same fare. 
This may give advantage to some and be an 
additional expense to others, and will meet
